Baby Hope is UK’s 
youngest organ donor 


This little twin girl died at 
just three hours old-but 
her sad death has brought 
life to another person 


A NEWBORN baby girl from 
Newmarket has become the 
UK’s youngest organ donor af¬ 
ter she died at less than three 
hours old. 

Her heartbroken parents 
have paid tribute to the “ab¬ 
solutely fantastic” staff at the 
Rosie Hospital in Cambridge 
who supported them every 
step of the way and said how 
incredibly proud they are of 
their daughter in her short 
lifetime. 

Emma Lee, 32, of Beaver- 
brook Road, Newmarket, gave 
birth to twins Hope and Josh 
last week, who were born just 
two minutes apart at 37 weeks. 

But sadly for Emma and 
her husband Drew, 51, they 
found out 13 weeks into the 
pregnancy that Hope had An- 
encephaly, a condition which

prevents the brain and skull 
from developing properly. 

Doctors offered the option 
to abort the little girl but they 
decided to continue with the 
pregnancy and donate her 
organs when the time came 
- something which is par¬ 
ticularly rare in someone so 
young. 

Their brave decision has 
meant her kidneys have gone 
to an adult and she was also 
able to donate liver cells to 
treat patients waiting for a 
liver transplant. 

“It’s quite a heartbreak¬ 
ing decision to make,” said 
Emma, who works as a carer. 

“If it was in different cir-

cumstances and she had just 
passed away after birth I think 
the decision would not have 
been that easy. 

“But as we had known for so 
long we just felt it was right. 

“We were so pleased it 
went ahead. Just knowing she 


has done some good in her 
short life. We’re proud - she’s 
achieved a lot in her short life.” 

Going ahead with the preg¬ 
nancy also meant they got to 
spend some precious time 
with Hope - and their 5-year- 
old daughter Maddie got to 


hold her too. 

Bereavement midwives also 
made a special memory box 
for the family, which includes 
Hope’s hand and footprints 
and photographs. 

“The staff have been abso¬ 
lutely fantastic,” said Emma. 


“Josh will always know he had 
an older sister.” 

Her husband Drew, who 
has two other children, said 
the care and support they had 
received from the Rosie had

made all the difference. 

“There’s no way I could 
fault them,” said Drew. 
“This has just made a 
very bad and very heart¬ 
breaking situation into 
a positive. We got our 
wish which is what we 
wanted - we were told it 
might not happen. 

“Hope looked beauti¬ 
ful, like a little doll even 
though she had so much 
wrong with her. We now 
feel our little girl is a 
hero.” 

Heidi Kiely, a special¬ 
ist nurse in organ dona¬ 
tion at Addenbrooke’s, 
who supported the cou¬ 
ple along with colleague 
Alison Galloway Turner, 
said: “It’s an honour and 
a privilege we’ve been 
part of this. It’s so rare 
and so unique. It’s just 
incredible that a family 
can be so strong and see 


it through against all the 
odds.” 

Sally Johnson, NHS 
Blood and Transplant’s 
director of organ dona¬ 
tion and transplanta¬ 
tion, added: “It is ex¬ 
ceptionally rare for very 
young babies to become 
organ donors. Hope’s 
parents are rightly very 
proud of their daughter 
and the gift she has giv¬ 
en. We are very grateful 
to Emma and Drew for 
making such a coura¬ 
geous decision and to 
offer a chance of life to 
others at a time of per¬ 
sonal loss. 

“Hopefully their deci¬ 
sion will continue to of¬ 
fer them comfort.” 

Hope’s donation is 
only the second trans¬ 
plant from a baby in the 
UK with anencephaly. 

Teddy Houlston, from 
Cardiff, became the 
youngest donor last year 
after he died on April 22.

Cannabis and

CANNABIS plants and a 
haul of firearms have been 
discovered at a property in 
Soham. 

Police investigated an ad¬ 
dress in Barcham Road last 
Thursday morning after re¬ 
ceiving reports that stolen 
goods were being handled. 

When they arrived, they 
discovered 12 cannabis 
plants inside a garage and a 
number of firearms, includ¬ 
ing pump-action shotguns 
and sniper rifles. 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said: 
“We attended an address in 
Barcham Road, Soham, on 
November 26 in order to ex¬ 
ecute a search warrant. 

“During the search of the 
garage we found 12 semi- 
mature cannabis plants. 

“We also seized several 
firearms from the property 
and revoked a man’s gun li¬ 
cence.” 


Officers posted pictures 
of their finds on the Policing 
East Cambridgeshire Face- 
book page. 

On Facebook, Sgt Tim 
Kirkby said: “We don’t often 
see a collection of firearms 
like this. All of the materials 
are now out of harm’s way. 

“Weapons included 
pump-action shotguns, 
sniper rifles with silencers, 


sophisticated nightscopes 
and .243 calibre ammuni¬ 
tion. 

“Officers had cause to at¬ 
tend the address following 
reports of the suspect han¬ 
dling stolen goods.” 

Sgt Kirkby said that a man 
is being “dealt with accord¬ 
ingly” in connection with 
the items found on Thurs¬ 
day.

Drug grower 
is ordered to 
pay back £74k 


A MAN from Lakenheath 
who grew cannabis in an 
effort to raise funds so he 
could sue the British Gov¬ 
ernment has been ordered 
by a judge to hand over more 
than £74,000. 

Keith Jones, 57, was jailed 
for two years in May last year 
after pleading guilty to pro¬ 
duction of a controlled drug 
at his home in Barr Drive, 
Lakenheath. 

Jones had told the court 
that in 1994 he had been the 
victim of a fraud which the 
police had declined to inves¬ 
tigate. 

Since then, he said he had 
needed to “keep the wolf 
from the door” as he pre¬ 
pared to take legal action 
against the British Govern-

ment. 

When police went and 
searched his home they un¬ 
covered 411 cannabis plants 
in various stages of culti¬ 
vation in a garage and two 
greenhouses. 

Jones claimed that he had 
been planning to sell can¬ 
nabis seeds, which is not 
illegal, rather than the crop 
of the drug. 

On Thursday, Jones re¬ 
turned to Ipswich Crown 
Court for a Proceeds of 
Crime Act hearing. 

The hearing was held to 


recoup as much as possible 
of what he had gained from 
his offending. 

The court heard that spe¬ 
cialist financial investigators 
had established that Jones 
benefited from his crime by 
£74,843 while he had avail¬ 
able assets amounting to 
£120,738. 

Judge David Goodin or¬ 
dered that Jones should pay 
£74,843 within the next three 
months. 

Jones was warned that 
failure to meet that dead¬ 
line will result in up to ten 
months’ imprisonment. 

In addition, Judge Goodin 
said that Jones would be re¬ 
quired to pay £2,500 pros¬ 
ecution costs and gave him 
three months to pay.

School celebrates 
‘good’ Ofsted report

PUPILS at a school in Newmarket 
are celebrating after receiving an¬ 
other “good” rating from Ofsted. 

All Saints Primary School on Vic¬ 
arage Road in Newmarket were vis¬ 
ited by inspectors on November 3, 
with the result released last week. 

The school, which appointed 
headteacher Jane Trampnow in Sep¬ 
tember 2014, were praised in a num¬ 
ber of areas following the inspection 
at the beginning of November. 

Paul Tomkow, Ofsted inspector, 
said there was a “good quality of 
education” in the school and said: 
“Since your [Ms Trampnow’s] ap¬ 
pointment in September 2014, you 
have worked tirelessly with staff to 
raise expectations of what pupils 
can achieve. 

“You have worked effectively, with 
other school leaders, to improve the 
quality of teaching and you have 
also overseen the introduction of a 
new improved curriculum, which 
inspries and motivates pupils to 
work hard. 

“The improvements you have 
made are reflected in the quality of 
work seen in pupils’ books, in Key 
Stage 1 results and in the increasing 
proportion of pupils who attained 
the expected level in reading, writ¬ 
ing and mathematics at the end of 
Key Stage Two in 2015, the highest 
results ever achieved at the school.”

Ofsted inspectors found that since 
the school’s last report, the quality 
of teaching is now “typically good 
or better, the school’s curriculum is 
broad and balanced and prepares 
pupils well for the next stage of their 
education, pupils behave well and 
enjoy learning, members of staff are 
fully supportive of drive for further 
improvements, and parents appre¬ 
ciate the school’s work”. 

The report said that at their pre¬ 
vious inspection, they had “identi¬ 
fied some weakness in the way that 
teachers planned lessons”. 

But in this inspection, Mr Tomkow 
said: “As a result of the actions you 
have taken, teachers now plan effec¬ 
tively and use assessment informa¬ 
tion well to ensure that there is an 
appropriate level of challenge for all 
pupils.” 

Mr Tomkow added that marking 
had also improved which included 
“helpful information” about what 
pupils should do to improve their 
knowledge. 

Attendance at the school has also 
improved in the latest inspection, 
after it fell below the national aver¬ 
age in 2013 and 2014. 

The report said: “The school has 


worked well with parents to stress 
the importance of regular attend¬ 
ance and make them aware of the 
impact of absence on a pupil’s aca¬ 
demic progress. 

“The school now responds much 
earlier when a pupil’s attendance is 
of concern. 

“As a result of these actions, rates 
of absence have decreased and at¬ 
tendance was above average during 
the last school year.” 

Ofsted highlighted the next steps 
for the school being that leaders and 
governors need to ensure that “dis¬ 
advantaged pupils receive effective 
support”, which would help them to 
“make better progress” and “catch 
up more quickly with their peers”. 

They must also ensure that 
achievement at the end of the Early 
Years Foundation Stage continues to 
improve. 

Staff, pupils and parents at the 
school are all extremely pleased 
with the latest result. 

School headteacher, Jane Tramp¬ 
now, said: “We are delighted with 
the outcome of the inspection, the 
success of our school is due to the 
hard work and commitment of the 
whole school community. 

“We have a highly dedicated staff 
and governor team, wonderful chil¬ 
dren and a very supportive parent 
body.”

Improved service demand from rail franchise 


NEW trains and more frequent ser¬ 
vices are being demanded for the 
East Anglia Rail Franchise at the Suf¬ 
folk Rail Conference on Friday. 

Delegates from around the area 
will be speaking to three shortlisted 
franchise bidders about the rail im¬ 
provements required to “meet pas¬ 
senger and economic growth needs” 
for the future. 


These include new rolling stock, 
a faster and more frequent rail ser¬ 
vice, and improvements to services 
amongst other things. 

It is hoped Newmarket will receive 
an improved service as well as an im¬ 
provement to the station under the 
new franchise. 

Suffolk County Council’s cabinet 
member for highways and transport, 


Cllr James Finch said: “This is an im¬ 
portant opportunity for us to send 
a clear and united message to the 
franchise bidders about what Suf¬ 
folk needs from the new 10 year rail 
franchise. 

“Suffolk has been overlooked for 
far too long and we need to use this 
opportunity of the new franchise to 
redress the balance.”

Fair funding 
at last for 
local schools 


FUNDRAISING 



SCHOOLS in the East 
Cambridgeshire area are to 
finally receive fairer funding - 
much to the delight of teachers 
and MPs. 

For years, parents, teachers 
and politicians have campaigned 
to try and address the 
funding shortfall that has left 
Cambridgeshire as the worst 
funded local education authority 
in the country for a long time. 

Last week, George Osborne 
announced an overhaul of the 
formula that should rid the 
system of the discrepancies. 

In the current formula, 
Cambridgeshire pupils receive 
an average of £4,200 per year 
compared to an average of 
£6,300 for the highest-funded 
areas in the UK. 

From September 2017, the 
resources schools and local 
authorities receive will be 
based on pupil characteristics 
rather than historic political 
calculations. 

The Department for Education 
will consult on the details early 
next year. 

South East Cambridgeshire 
MP, Lucy Frazer said she was 
"delighted" the chancellor had 
committed to removing the 
"inherently unfair" funding 
system for schools. 


‘It’s a miracle 
I’m still alive’ 


LAURA Popplestone is a liv¬ 
ing miracle - a heart attack 
victim who ‘died’ for 49 min¬ 
utes but, thanks to American 
and British medics, is still 
here to tell the tale. 

The 49-year-old had just 
arrived at her job at the com¬ 
missary at RAF Lakenheath 
on August 19 when she said 
she felt dizzy 

One minute she was 
standing at the sink trying 
to wash her hands, and the 
next someone was shouting 
‘code blue’ and asking how 
bad her pain was. 

That is all Laura, of St 
John’s Close, Mildenhall, 
can remember of a critical 
two-and-a-half weeks. Med¬ 
ics who came to her aid had 
to keep her heart going for 
49 minutes, and her family 
was subsequently warned to 
prepare for the worst as she 
fought for her life in inten¬ 
sive care. 

Laura told the News : “It 
was being so close to the 
hospital on base that saved 
my life. If I had been further 
away from it, I would not 
have survived. 

“They got to me within 12 
to 15 seconds and worked on

me for 49 minutes. They said 
because they kept me going, 
it gave me a chance.” 

While Laura was being 
worked on at the US air base, 
the East Anglian Air Ambu¬ 
lance (EAAA) was getting 
clearance to land on the site. 

“They had to get special 
clearance to land because 
it isn’t a military aircraft,” 
Laura explained. 

“We believe this is the first 
time an air ambulance has 
been on base.” 

Anglia Two attended the 
incident, landing on the run¬ 
way at RAF Lakenheath at 
3.29pm. Dr Rob James and 
critical care paramedic Rob 
Riches worked on Laura. 

While she was being flown 
to Norfolk and Norwich Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, her heart 
stopped twice more, and she 
wasn’t expected to survive. 

Laura said there was a 
particularly harrowing mo¬ 
ment when her husband, 
Michael, 50, was called in 
to see her “in case anything 
happened”. Friends have 


since told her that on see¬ 
ing his wife Michael “aged 10 
years” and let out a scream 
that “half the base must have 
heard”. 

Now back home, Laura has 
made what her doctors have 
called a miraculous recovery. 

And the Liberty Arch¬ 
ers, an archery club Laura 
attends, has decided to do¬ 
nate all of its profits from its 
shoots to the EAAA. 

Laura added: “Everyone 
thinks it’s a miracle. The 
chances to survive what I did 
were about 2 per cent. 

“I don’t really know how to 
feel about it. I am very grate¬ 
ful for being here and eve¬ 
ryone that helped me. I just 
don’t think it’s sunk in yet.” 

The Liberty Archers raised 
about £1,200 from a recent 
shoot, which Laura hopes to 
present to the EAAA team. 

“I am really pleased with 
that - that would make half 
an hour’s flight for someone 
else that needs them,” she 
said.

This "caring" takes the form of 
sending billions of pounds to 
countries where £100 provides a 
year's rich sustenance and the billions 
are beyond use. 

All the world knows that Britain is the 
world's money box. Pull a lever and 
shedloads of money fall out. All you 
have to remember is that the lever 
to pull is that which discomforts the 
British. 

We think we can present on the 
battlefield with toys of immense 
expense to us and no men, that we 
will somehow do something useful 
by letting off big fireworks without 
the slightest idea of what those 
"fireworks" will do, of what our aim 
is, or the consequences thereof.

Please give us 
transport 

I NOTED the article on the traffic 
issues in Cambridge in the Cambridge 
News. 

For information, this is a letter my 
mother sent to Lucy Frazer back in 
May (unfortunately she didn't receive 
a response). Dear Ms Frazer, 

I live in Isleham. When my late 
husband and I first moved here 
23 years ago, there was a bus 
service linking the village with 
Ely, Newmarket and beyond to 
Cambridge and Bury St Edmunds, 
which meant that local people 
(both young and old) had some 
independence on travelling outside 
the village and taking up employment 
further afield, even if they didn't have 
their own transport. 

This bus used to travel from 
Newmarket to Soham via Snailwell, 


Chippenham, Isleham and Fordham, 
offering the opportunity for people 
from all these villages to visit other 
towns for work, shopping, education, 
recreation, or just meeting friends. 

It also provided an essential link to 
the doctors' surgeries and dental 
practices in Newmarket and Soham 
(and of course the community 
hospitals in Newmarket and Ely - 
not to mention Addenbrooke's in 
Cambridge). 

Sadly, all opportunities for public 
transport links have been taken from 
us. 

The Government very kindly offers 
free bus passes to elderly people, but 
I think this system is grossly unfair, 
as the only people who benefit are 
those who are lucky to be on a bus 
route. 

My only chance to use my pass has 
been when I have been lucky to 
persuade a neighbour to take me to 
Fordham to catch a bus from there, 
but sadly having to wait at a bus stop 
with no shelter or opportunity to 
sit down, I have been stranded on 
several occasions when buses have 
simply not turned up. 

There are numerous elderly people 
in these villages who, although they 
dearly wish to give up driving, cannot 
survive if they do as they become 
trapped within their own homes. 

We are extremely lucky to have a 
shop in our village and a good one it 
is too, supplying all our needs in food. 
However, for clothes or anything else 
we need to go elsewhere. 

It is not just the elderly who suffer; 
teenagers have little choice other 
than to rely totally on parental help 
when getting to better schools or 
any other opportunities outside the 
village. 

It is even a challenge to join in after¬ 
school activities or meet with friends 
out of school whilst studying after the 
age of 11 in Soham. 

The population is rising and prices 
are soaring for accommodation, 
especially in Cambridge. 

People will be looking to the 
villages for housing but this will limit 
their freedom if they cannot drive 


(especially as they get older). 

We appreciate that huge double- 
decker buses are not viable, but 
would it not be sensible to use 
smaller mini-buses, which can move 
more easily through the country lanes 
(and even through the narrow streets 
of Cambridge). 

The provision of more transport has 
been high on our priorities in these 
villages for a long time, with support 
from local clergy, who know only 
too well how many people become 
trapped in their own homes due to 
the cuts in services. 

Please, please could politicians try 
and help us in these communities to 
get better provision for young and 
old. 

Surely better transport links into 
Cambridge would also help traffic 
problems in the City, as right now 
both my daughter and granddaughter 
have no choice other than to drive.

Road teams 
geared up 
for winter 

GRITTING teams are at the ready 
in Suffolk to keep the roads clear 
this winter. 

Almost 1,250 miles of Suffolk 
routes are treated to keep them 
ice-free, with 39 gritters located 
around the county, including in 
Mildenhall. 

Suffolk has a stock of more than 
24,000 tonnes of salt mix, with 
further reserves available in the 
event of more severe weather. 

Suffolk County Council's 
cabinet member for highways and 
transport, Cllr James Finch said: 
"Our winter service plan has been 
carefully developed to ensure 
that all of our winter operations 
maximise the resources we have 
available and the routes we have 
to treat. 

"All of our routes are regularly 
checked and the fleet of 
maintenance vehicles has been 
fully serviced ahead of this winter. 

"Our staff will be working hard 
to ensure we keep the roads of 
Suffolk clear of ice and snow. I am 
confident that Suffolk Highways 
are prepared for the season 
ahead, with ample stocks of salt 
at our depots and 39 gritters, plus 
three mini gritters, on hand to 
tackle the winter." 

The Suffolk Highways 
department has released a video 
highlighting the work it does 
each year to keep the county 
roads clear. 

Cllr Finch added: "The video 
we have produced helps to inform 
residents regarding the important 
work that is ongoing to keep us all 
safe and mobile when snow and 
ice comes."

A FATHER-of-four who survived a 
serious brain injury in a car crash is 
staging an exhibition in Newmar¬ 
ket to raise funds for his children’s 
primary school. 

Tony Blackwell, 40, was involved 
in a two-car crash at Great Thurlow 
when he was driving home from 
work in 1999. 

He spent the next three months 
in a neurological critical care ward 
where he said doctors told him he 
was “one of the miracle cases”. 

While he was wheelchair-bound 
on the path to recovery Tony 
attended Foley House in Newmarket 
where he learned the basics of pencil 
drawing. 

Since then he has developed a 
“passion and skill for art” and has 
built up an “impressive catalogue” of 
canvasses. 

Tony names his inspiration as 
American painter Bob Ross and says 
his works are “colourful landscapes”, 
often containing sillouettes. 

Now he is exhibiting his work at 
Newmarket Library to raise funds for 
art equipment at Moulton Primary 
School. 

Tony lives at Gazeley with his wife, 
Sharon, three sons, Toby, 18, Hayden, 


seven, Elliott, five, and 16-month- 
old daughter, lessica. He told the 
Newmarket News : “My sons go to 
Moulton School and I have been 
there to teach a lot of classes how to 
paint. 

“I saw they don’t have many differ¬ 
ent brushes and things like that and 
I thought the money could buy them 
art equipment that they don’t get 
funding for. 

“I don’t want to make any money 
from the exhibition so all funds 
raised can go to them.” 

Tony also attends brain injury 
charity Headway Suffolk’s rehabilita¬ 
tion hub in Bury St Edmunds. 

The charity provides support for 
250 people a week who have an 
acquired brain injury or neurologi¬ 
cal condition. It offers rehabilita¬ 


tion in its hubs, in the community, 
and at home. 

Tony said: “Headway gives me the 
space, time and my own room to 
be able to concentrate on painting. 
Apart from my family, painting gives 
me my only joy and pleasure.” 

Tony’s work has also been dis¬ 
played at the Bury St Edmunds hub. 

His exhibition at Newmarket li¬ 
brary runs throughout December. 
The library is closed on Mondays, 
but open from 8.30am-6pm on 
Tuesdays, 9am-5pm on Wednes¬ 
days, 8.30am-5pm on Thursdays, 
8.30-6.30pm on Fridays, 9am-5pm 
on Saturdays, and 10am-4pm on 
Sunday. 

Paintings start from £10, but buy¬ 
ers are welcome to pay more to raise 
as much as possible for the school.

Park campaigners 
turn out in force 



SKATERS gathered at the skate 
park in Burwell to push forward a 
campaign to get the village a new 
park. 

They met to show their sup¬ 
port for the Get Burwell a New 
Skatepark campaign, which was 
started by Max Jamieson. 

Max, who has been skateboard¬ 
ing for 11 years, launched the cam¬ 
paign in October as he believes the 
village’s current skate park is “old 
and deteriorating”. 


The 25-year-old says it has flaws 
that cannot be fixed, including 
problem transitions on the bot¬ 
toms of the ramps which hinder 
speed and could throw less experi¬ 
enced riders off their boards. 

He has been in touch with the 
parish council about his propos¬ 
als, which he believes could cost 
around £50,000-£70,000. 

However, councillors believe the

years. 

Max’s campaign has grown in 
momentum over the past weeks 
and his supporters had a group 
photo taken at the park in order 
to show councillors the weight of 
opinion.
